deto. and thi.t Satan and his demon 
hosts of fallea angels are not far off 
stoking fires, but near by as, "powers 
of the air." It telis us also that these 
seek to oppose the Divine Program and 
to ensnare our race by personating the 
dead, using as their channels deceiv- 
ed spirit medinms as they used witches, 
wizards and necromancers in the past. 


Sat«nic Influencs N«»r. 


St. Peter, so far from believing tbat 


Satan is far off staking fires, described 
niin us a roaring, angry lion, going 
about amongst men seeking whom hs 
mlgbt devour—deceive, Involve to, sin. 
St. Paul forewarns us that Satan and 
his agents are crafty and. are to be ex- 
pected to present themselves as -aagels 
of light—leaders in advanced truth. 
We are assured that tbte dreadful, in- 
jurious agency has been deceiving the 
whole world for centuries; The Divine 
promise is that Messiah's Kingdom 
shall bind or restrain Satan for a thou- 
sand years tbat be may deceive the 
people no more until .Messiah sball de- 
liver up tile Kingdom to the Father. 


The Scriptures specially forewarn us 


of great activity on the part of the 
evil spirits in the end of this Age, and 
intimate that they vril! have much to 
do •with, the great Time of world-wide 
Trouble which will precede the.inaugu- 
ration of Messiah's Kingdom. It ia 
time for us to be on the lookout for 
those wonderful manifestations of dia- 
bolism which for a time will seem to 
make many of our poor race madly in- 
sane, brutal, inhuman, diabolical. This' 
!s the real danger from the demons—in 
the present life, and not in the future. 


They will deceive and torture hu- 


manity to the limit of their permission, 
when they will be restrained'by the 
King of Glory and the bright shining 
of the Sun of Righteousness, which 
will usher In the New Day of earth's 
blessing and restitution. 


The words "weeping and gnashing 


of teeth" represent, not new .condi- 
tions amongst men, but those which 
may be witnessed every day—sorrow, 
heartache, grievous disappointment:

in the Bible. We should dismiss all 
thought that the experiences mention- 
ed will be after death and the result of 
tortures inflicted by demons.

In our' text the Lord graphically 


pictures the disappointment of the 
Jews when they shnll find out how 
preat was their mistake in the rejec- 
tion of Jesus and His Message. They 
frill find that the glorious op)X>rtunity 
vffered to them of becoming members

!avor that Divine mercy could offer 
them as the children of Abraham. 
They will become aware of their loss 
of the heavenly portion and also of 
the. earthly portion of the Divine

A greater cure In the study of 
the Bible might have protected u« 
from the thought that any of these 
references apply to the dead, because 
th« Scriptures not only tell that they 
are sleeping and waiting for the morn- 
ing, bnt they also particularly inform | 
us that "the: dead know not anything;" ) 
"their sons come to honor and they! 
know it-not, to dishonor and they per- 
ceive It not of them;" and that "there 
is neither work, nor device, nor knowl- 
edge, nor wisdom Jn the grave [jfcasr]" 
—whither, all go — Ecclesiastes is, 5, 10; 
Job xlv. 21. 


This expression, "weeping and gnash- 


ing of teeth," is found also in the 
parable of the Wise and Foolish Vir- 
^^ins. The context tflls us that this 
parable applies in the end of this Gos- 
pel Age, at »>bont the time for the 
second coming of Jesus— not as a sin- 
bearing Sacrlficer, but as %be King of 
Glory, Has -onsecrnted, saintly peo- 
ple are likened unto ten virgins— five 
wise and five foolish- 


Tne parable does not relate to tha j 


world at al% but merely to the saints. 
.They are all virgins, an pure, all Justi- 
fied, all sanctified ones. The differ- 
ence between them is in respect to 
their wijaom or unwisdom. The wise 
saints of God in the end of this Age. 
guided by the Divine Word, will walk 
very circumspectly, very faithfully. 
searching the Scriptures In respect to 
all they IfeHeve and striving to con- 
form themselves to the Divine will in j 
all'that they -do and say. 


Because of their watchfulness, alert- 


ness, devoutaess and loyalty they are 
wiss and' will ba In a special position 
of advantage a»u knowledge in respect 
to the things of the Harvest time oi 
this Age.
